Teacher Limited His Movement to 
Small Area Around U. of 
Wisconsin Campus.

—Prof. William Ellery MLeonard, 
University of Wisconsin poet who 
confined himself to a “phobic 
prison,” died at his home today 
of a heart ailment.

NEW DELHI, May 2 (AP). —|¥7 
Lt. Gen. Joseph W. Stilweil, com- |» 


mander of American and Chinese 
invasion forces in Northern Bur- 
ma, issued a statement today in 
which he promised that “we'll be 
in here swinging until we get to 
where we're going.” 

The statement came from his 
headquarters in the Mogaung Val- 
ley, where his mixed forces have 
reconquered 7500 square miles of 
Northern Burma and killed more 
than 7000 Japanese in months of 
hard fighting. Two years ago this 
week Stilwell began his retreat 
on foot out of Burma. 

“We are sawing wood and learn- 
ing,” he said today, “and mean- 
while stretching our shoestring as 
far as it will go. We haven’t much 
to boast about—the Japs ran us 
out a damn sight faster than we’re 
going back. 

“It’s a long road yet with a lot 
of hard work. We've come far 
enough, though, to know that we 
are right about some things. We 
know the Chinese soldier can take 
the Jap if he has a decent chance, 
and as for the Americans—you 
know how you feel about your 
own people. 

“We're this far along because of 
cheerful hard work by everybody 
on the team—fiyers, truck drivers, 
bulldozer men, pontoon men, food 
packers and all the rest, plus the 
guts of the Chinese and our hand- 
ful of doughboys. 

“The Japs are putting up a 
tough fight and we are going to 
have setbacks, but I can promise 
you that we'll all be in here swing- 
ing until we get to where we're 
going.” 

It was at the conclusion of the 
retreat from Burma two years ago 
that Stilwell said: “I claim we got 
a hell of a beating. We got run out 
of Burma and it is humiliating 
as hell. I think we ought to find 
out what caused it, go back and 
retake it.” 


JAP DRIVE TO BREAK 
ROAD BLOCK FAILS

SOUTHEAST ASIA HEAD- 
QUARTERS, KANDY, Ceylon, 
“May 2 (AP). — Allied airborne | 
troops have decisively defeated a 
strong Japanese attempt to break, 
a rail and road block 65 miles 
southwest of Mogaung in north- 
ern Burma after a three-day bat- 
tie in which heavy casualties were 
inflicted on an enemy force of 
2000 men. 

It was the fourth Japanese at- 
. tempt to. wipe out the roadblock, 
established on the enemy’s main 
supply route from Southern Bur- 
ma to the Mogaung Valley front, 
where Lt. Gen. Joseph W. Stil- 
well’s Chinese-American forces are 
fighting toward Mogaung and 
Myitkyina. 

Field dispatches said the Japa- 
nese had been driven back in 
bitter fighting after breaking 
through barbed wire entangle 
ments. They also were bombed 
and strafed by Col. Philip Coch- 
rane’s Air Commandoes. 

An Allied spokesman said the 
Japanese have lost at least 1000 
men killed in their attempts to 
smash the road block, not includ- 
ing losses from air action. Cas- 
walties, he said, have been at least 
10 to one in favor of the Allies. 

An Allied communique  an- 
mounced capture of an enemy 
strongpoint west of the Mogaung 
River and south of Warazup in 
Stilwell’s Mogaung Valley drive. 

In Northern India, the commu- 
nique noted a marked increase in 
activity tn the Palel area 25 miles 
south of the Allied base of Imphal.

Johnston of the United States 


amber of Commerce declared

“Congress should encourage a 
return of state and local 
ments to the practice of financing 
their own public works,” Johnston 
told the House Postwar Economic 
Planning Committee. 

“Steps should be taken to 
strengthen the financial inde- 
pendence of the states and com- 
munities.” 

He said the local governments 
now are the “prince” and the Fed- 
eral Government is the “pauper,” 
reversing the role of a decade ago. 
Thirty-seven states have aggre 
gate reserves exceeding two bil- 
lion dollars. Municipalities have 
ready for contract or under sur- 
vey capital improvements valued 
at $3,700,000,000, he testified. 

“It is one of our important jobs 
now to take steps to revise our 
tax structure to insure the con- 
tinued financial independence and 
political autonomy of our states 
communities,” he said. 

Urges Tax Law Revision. 
Johnston also recommended re- 
vised tax laws to encourage pri- 

vate investment, declaring that 

this alone would provide jobs for 
returning soldiers. 


| Industry and labor together did 
a “magnificent” job in the war 
effort, he said, and “it is not 
without significance that our Gov- 
ernment turned back the railroads 
to their owners as promptly as 
possible after their seizure... .

judicious, well-balanced and well- 
mrormed interpretative writing 
which shall make clear the sig- 
nificance of the subject covered 
in the correspondence of which 
shall promote international under- 
staz@ing and appreciation.” 

Two members of the Associated 
Press staff were honored: Daniel 
de Luce, a war correspondent who 
made a daring trip into Nazi- 
dominated Yugoslavia for first- 
hand stories of resistance by Mar- 
shal Tito’s forces, and Frank 
Filan, a photographer who risked 
his life to get the photograph 
“Tarawa Island.” (Picture in Ev- 
eryday Magazine.) 

In the journalism awards, Byron 
Price, director of the Office of 
Censorship, won a special citation 
for the creation and administra- 
tion of the newspaper and radio 
codes. To this announcement 
there was appended a statement 
that the members of the advisory 
board of Columbia’s Graduate 
School of Journalism “deplore cer- 
tain acts and policies of Army and 
Navy censorship in the handling 
of news at the source and for the 
unreasonable suppression of infor- 
mation to which the American peo- 
ple are entitled.”

Berryman’s cartoon 
the next day portrayed a Teddy 
bear, which became his trade 
mark and was reproduced in fuz- 
zy little animals for children. He 
never capitalized on the idea.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your recent editorial, “A Quack Rem- 
edy,” (April 25) on the bill introduced 
by Congressman Walter A. Lynch of 
New York and recommended for adop- 
tion by 17 other members of Congress, 
is very disquieting and out of tune with 
your usual policy. 

The evil this bill is designed to at- 
tack is widespread and growing. Numer- 
ous publications, well financed and dis- 
tributed, are flooding the country dis- 
seminating Nazism and Fascism garbed 
in George Washington’s cloak and 
draped in an American flag. These pub- 
lications preach. hatred and cruelty 
against minority groups on racial and 
religious grounds, and these groups, un- 
der the law as it stands, cannot defend 
themselves in any court 

The remedies you suggest in. your 
editorial definitely fall within the cate- 
gory of “too little, too late.” 

You argue that if the Lynch bill be- 
came law, it would result in a sweeping 
grant of power to the Government 
amounting to censorship; that it would 
be difficult to distinguish between legiti- 
mate criticism and defamatory matter. 

This contention appears to be without 
merit. You are undoubtedly aware of 
the existing mailing limitations as to 
obscene or fraudulent matter. No rea- 
sonable person ever complained of these 
laws as constituting a censorship, and 
no postal inspector ever had any dif- 
ficulty in drawing the line between an 
honest statement and fraud. 

The Lynch bill, in my judgment, is a 
most timely legislative act which, if pru- 
dently enforced, would assist in weeding 
out the poisonous growths planted on 
the soil of America by men of ill will 
whose aim is to see the Republic dis- 
credited, desecrated and destroyed.

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The Cartel Is Monopoly © 


The cartel is nothing other than monopoly 
under a fancy name. It ig what was in an earlier 


period called a “trust,” and is the embodiment. 


of practices which once were the object of bold 
punitive action by our Federal Government. Its 
counterpart in American domestic industry was 
extremely unpopular in the trust-busting days 
of President Theodore Roosevelt. 

Hence considerable satisfaction is to be de- 
rived from the complaint filed by the Depart- 
ment of Justice this week in United States Dis: 
trict Court in New York seeking dissolution of 
alleged illegal contracts and agreements by 
which six American companies and four foreign 
concerns are charged with having operated as a 
cartel to create “non-competitive marketing 
areas” in the manufacture and distribution of 
matches. 

The excellent exposition of the cartel by 
Charles G. Ross in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch makes 
it clear that this recently much publicized institu- 
tion is simply the old-fashioned trust expanded 
to bring world markets as well as domestic 
6, Masetaonl under its domination. Its purpose is 
to eliminate competition. This means to control 
and restrict production, to divide up marketing 


territories and to sustain prices at a level satis- 


factory to the parties to the cartel. 

For the individual, the cartel, or world trust, 
means higher prices and less employment; for 
our nation, as if has operated in the fields of 
rubber, chemicals, metals and optical instruments, 
for example, it has meant serious exposure to 
danger in fime of war. It has caused shortages 
in time of emergency, which only the most de- 
termined efforts could overcome, 

The real purpose of the cartel, whether it is an 
association of independent concerns for common 
action, or a combination under a joint financial 
control, is to make certain that satisfactory 
profits are enjoyed by owners. Widespread dis- 
semination of assertions that the cartel system 
eliminates competitive “wastes” and thereby holds 
down prices is simply deceptive propaganda, in- 
tended to draw attention away from the evils of 
monopoly. 

The intensive promotion of the cartel idea in 
other nations, notably Great Britain, is a warn- 
ing to the people of America to be on guard if 
they would preserve the benefits of the free com- 
petitive system.

Completion of €anol 


Canadian and American officials gathered yes- 
terday at remote Whitehorse, in Yukon Terri- 
tory, for eeremonies, speeches and messages of 
congratulation. The occasion was the opening of 
an ol] refinery, linked by a 595-mile pipe line to 
the Canol field, a project completed at a cost of 
$130,000,000 in 22 months of work by thousands 
of men. 

It was an occasion worth celebrating, but the 
date on which it came confirms the Truman com- 
mittee’s criticisms of how Army authorities un- 
dertook and handled the project. It was launched 
and justified as an emergency measure, at a time 
when enemy forces were still in the Aleutians, 
Fortunately, the fighting forces were able to get 
plane and motor vehicle fuel elsewhere. Had they 
been compelled to wait until completion of this 
grandiose project, the Japs would still be on 
Kiska and Attu, and possibly on the Alaskan 
mainiand as well. 

If its small-gauge pipe line is enlarged, the 
Canol project may have postwar value. But its 
usefulness as a wartime emergency project is on 
a par with the sub-zero temperatures of the region 


_where it was built. 
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Ernie Pyle Deserves It 

The Pulitzer prizes in journalism have honored 
year by year a great deal of outstanding work 
in the newspaper world, and they do so again 
this year. It is doubtful, however, that any selec- 
tion, past or present, could inspire such wide- 
spread and hearty satisfaction as the choice of 

Irnie Pyle to win the 1944 award for dis- 
tinguished correspondence. 

Mr. Pyle’s daily articles from the war fronts 
in North Africa, Sicily and Italy have been ad- 
mirable because of their insight, their simplicity, 
their essential humanness. They delight not only 
readers at home but, severest of all tests, the men 
in service overseas. The dispatches are often, 
indeed, just what these men would like to report 
to the home folks if they had the time and the 
talent. 

When Ernie Pyle writes a dispatch, it is the 
G I or the gob himself who speaks. This un- 
usual correspondent is glad to let others inter- 
view the Generals, interpret the communiques and 
speculate on military or diplomatic moves. He 
writes about keeping warm in a foxhole, the 
scarcity of eggs, the facilities for laundry, the 
sensations of riding in a jeep under fire or going 
ashore in an LCI—just what the families and 
friends of service men would like most to know. 

“Distinguished is a large, impressive adjective 
to be worn by so modest and unassuming a 
writer as Ernie Pyle, but he has earned the 
honor.

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The Army Engineers’ Fallacy 


Navigation interests which are currently ob- 
structing flood control—particularly the Missis- 
sippi Valley Association—received some good ad- 
vice from Col. Malcolm Elliott, division engineer 
of the United States Army Engineers, in an ad- 
dress to the St. Louis chapter of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers last week.

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Airport Progress and Delay 


The Municipal Airport Commission made a de- 
cision yesterday that deserves applause from 
every citizen who wants St. Louis looming large 
on postwar air maps. Unanimously it approved 
the appointment of an engineer as. assistant to 
Mr. Kinsey. If the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment adds its approval, as it undoubtedly 
will do, it means that the city will have a full- 
time aviation expert on the job, master-planning 
the development of airports here and represent- 
ing St. Louls in Washington when CAA plans 
and appropriations are being considered there. 

This move, recognizing both the executive du- 
ties of Mr. Kinsey and the burden of additional 
work that he carries as president of the Board of 
Public Service, calls for two things: immediate 
action by Mr. Kinsey and Mayor Kaufmann in 
making the appointment; approval of a salary of 
$7500 a year for the new assistant to make sure 
that a man of the best training and experience is 
employed. There is absolutely no excuse for de- 
lay in selecting him. Half a dozen competent 
aviation engineers, several of them now employed 
by CAA and familiar with its operation, are al- 
ready available. 

Two less progressive aspects of the city’s air- 
port planning came to light at yesterday’s meet- 
ing. The first is that the approval of United 
States Army Engineers for a levee around Co- 
lumbia Bottoms has not yet been sought, al- 
though action was promised last January. The 
second is that the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment has not yet been asked to approve 
the $5000 voted for a preliminary engineering 
survey of.an over-all airport program, although 
the commission voted such action two weeks ago. 

The board is expected to take action on Thurs- 
day. Nevertheless, valuable time has been lost, 
CAA, according to word from Washington, will 
have its budget request in final form by June 15, 
If St. Louis expects to be represented, tentative 
plans here must be drawn up by Messrs. Horner 
and Shifrin before that date. : 

This is no time for pokiness, The city has got 
to move ahead, fast, while days and weeks of 
airport planning are at a premium. 
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A Plan to Save City Money 


A plan that promises to save St. Louis around 
$27,900 a year, with no sacrifice whatever, has 
just reached the ordinance-drafting stage, two 
and a half years after it was proposed by the 
City Survey Commission set up by former Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann, This is the plan for self- 
insurance of municipal property, by establish- 
ing a fund from which the city can meet its own 
losses, and thug to eliminate the annual pre- 
mium payments to commercial companies. 

The survey report estimated that the city over 
a 40-year period had recovered only 6.9 cents in 
compensation for losses out of every dollar it 
had paid in premiums. This is poor business from 
any point of view. Comptroller Nolte’s plan is 
for an appropriation of $50,000 annually until 
an adequate insurance fund is accumulated, and 
then to drop the policies now carried. This is a 
sensible idea, and the sooner it is enacted by 
the Aldermen, the better. In fact, it should have 
been enacted years ago.

Schleifer’s ee Blast 


On the day before he gave up his office as a 
subordinate executive in the Office of Defense 
Transportation, Fred A. Schleifer, wrote an 8000- 
word letter to Mayor Kaufmann continuing his 
intemperate attack on the St. Louls smoke 
ordinance. It was no more logical or factual 
than hig earlier outbursts which showed so plain- 
ly the marks of serving the special interests of 
the Southern Illinois coal industry with which 
he had so lately been connected. 

Writing his own ending to his brief career as 
a public official, his last words in the letter to 
the Mayor were, “My resignation becomes effec- 
tive tomorrow.” Mr. Schleifer proved his own 
unfitness and, to use his own word, “blasted” 
himself out of office. 
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Gasoline for Candidates 


‘The OPA recognizes that, while gasoline must 
be conserved, it is also important in a democracy 
that the voters have a chance to see and hear 
the candidates, so it has authorized special gaso- 
line allotments for campaign purposes. 

This, at first glance, means a door wide open 
to abuse of a rationing privilege. However, the 
public is highly sensitive nowadays on the sub- 
ject of ration-chiseling, and any candidate who 
does an excessive amount of driving, or uses his 
special allotment for personal business or pleas- 
ure, can expect to lose a good many votes. 

In fact, the candidate who waives the priv- 
ilege and gets along on his A card, as far as 
that will take him, may be playing sound poll- 
tics. With the armed forces calling for more 
and more gasoline to fuel the bombers and tanks 
and trucks, this ought to be a good year for can- 
didates who get around on trains, busses or bi- 
cycles. Those who detect in themselves a re- 
semblance to Lincoln or Webster or Clay can help 
along the idea by campaigning on horseback or 
via buckboard, to emulate the statesmen who 
went far without using a drop of gasoline. 
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A Policy for War Plants 


The Army Ordnance Association's suggestion 
for disposal of war plants—that first considera- 
tion be given to maintaining them in stand-by 
condition, ready to “out-produce the world with 
the latest types of war equipment” if the need 
should arise—is thoroughly unrealistic. 

If the United States Government had learned 
it nowhere else, it could confidently have been 
expected to have learned at its Muscle Shoals 
(Ala.) nitrate plants of the First World War 
that “maintenance in standby condition” ig a 
phrase, a myth. 

There are fewer things topside of earth deader, 
or more rapidly subject to deterioration and ob- 
solescence, than a manufacturing plant that has 
ceased to produce. A policy of “maintenance in 
atand-by condition” would be only a pretty term 
for the ugly fact of throwing the plants away.

Hitler’s Record of Major Blunders

The German conduct of war bears clearly 
the imprint of Hitler’s personal strategy. 
From the summer of 1940 up to the spring 
of 1944, he made a string of arenes 3 mis- 
takes because of his | 
inability to concen- 
trate on decisive ob- 
jectives, and of the 
discrepancy between 
his means and his 
goals, 


That is why Hit- 
ler’s strategy has 
been unsteady and 
arbitrary in its plan- 
ning, and why it has 
chased after fantas- 
tic objectives. 


His fatal errors be- Pm +. 
gan in the spring of —Fitzpatrick. 
1940, when he was outwardly at the peak 
of his power. Why did he not invade Eng- 
land? -By failing to, he prolonged the war. 
It is remarkable that he had no plan for 
its termination. 


He wag surprised by the continuation of 
this war. He expected England would make 
peace, He had wanted an alliance with 
England, or at least an agreement. As he 
wréte in “Mein Kampf”: “If we look about 
us for European allies, there remain only 
two states, England and Italy.” 


Hesitation at the Channel 


Finding England against him though left 
alone after the fall of France, Hitler wa- 
vered, I believe that something more subtle 
than the obstacle of the Channel handi- 
capped him, I believe that, deep down in 
his conscience, he dared not attempt to de- 
liver a decisive blow against England. 


He had toward England the inferiority 
complex of a waiter in front of a lord. 
Inhibited inwardly, the bold aggressor lost 
his tempo in the summer of 1940, satisfy- 
ing himself with the air blitz and the 
U-boat attacks. 


Hitler’s hesitant attitude took hold of 
his Generals, too. For the invasion of Eng- 
land required improvisation, and they were 
unable to improvise, They had not fore- 
seen this type of operations. The profes- 
sional narrow-mindedness of the German 
General had disastrous consequences. 


Hitler’s mistakes were twofold. On the 
one hand they were missed opportunities; 
on the other, plain bravado that led to 
catastrophes. Hitler missed the possibili- 
ties, and at the same time conducted a 
strategy of the impossible. It was his per- 
sonal war, his hobby. He had to taste it to 
the full. For Hitler the war was not only a 
gamble, but also a game, a huge game with 
tin soldiers. 


Unprepared for Russian Campaign 


Nothing is more characteristic of Hitler 
than his remark to Sir Nevile Henderson, 
the British Ambassador in Berlin; shortly 
before the attack on Poland: “I prefer 
war when I am 50 to when I am 55 or 60.” 
It is a psychology, not of a great General, 
but of a playboy for whom the war game 
is a personal pleasure, 

The war against Russia was launched 
with criminal negligence. The Wehrmacht 
was prepared for a winter campaign neither 
in equipment nor in training, 


In the late fall of 1942, the Wehrmacht 


in Southeastern Russia was placed by Hit- 
ler 4n a position worse than it had been 
in at Moscow. At Stalingrad and in the

Never before in modern times was an 
army consciously thrown into such a trap. 
It was by Hitler’s persona] decision that 
the Army, enveloped at Stalingrad, was left 
in the Russian encirclement. 


Rommel’s North African offensive in 
1942 was a desperate undertaking from the 
outset. It was another classic example of 
Hitler’s strategy. A German conquest of 
North Africa would have been possible in 
1941, had Hitler not attacked the Soviet 
Union. Now it was too late, 


Getting in Deeper and Deeper 


That was Hitler’s strategy. With an un- 
conquered England in the rear, he attacked 
Russia.

Hitler became the prisoner of his war. 
He extended it farther and farther... Un- 
able to force military decisions, he opened 
new fronts and started new offensives 
which were nothing but a flight forward. 


In 1943, the strength for such diversions 
was already drying up. Once more Hitler 
tried an offensive in Russia, the battle in 
the Kursk salient on July 5. It began 
under most unfortunate circumstances and 
broke down within one week. 


The Russians had expected it, especially 
in this area. Hitler threw the mass of his 
heavy mobile weapons, his tanks and mech- 
anized artillery, into the trap of the Kursk 
salient, where everything was destroyed. 
It was the last German offensive, 


The Wehrmacht is even less adapted for 
the defense than it was for the attack. A 
defensive strategy requires self-control, en- 
durance and husbanding of forces — in 
short, the qualities Hitler lacks. 


Troops Fall Into Trap 


Hitler ordered his troops to hold onto the 
Dnepr line and let the Wehrmacht lose 
strength in hopeless defensive fighting 
there. And worse still, the defense posi- 
tions in the Southern Ukraine turned into 
a trap for the German troops. 


Under Hitler, German withdrawal re- 
peatedly comes too late, In Tunisia also, 
he sacrificed the army that was needed 
for the defense of Sicily and Southern Italy. 

In the balance of 1944, Hitler will make 
new mistakes, and the more complicated 
and hepeless the situation of the Wehr- 
macht becomes, the more fatal Hitler’s 
wrong actions will be. 

The joint Allied assault will undoubtedly 
make the F'uehrer lose his head. Attacked 
from all sides, the Wehrmacht will be in 
the position of a chased, heavily-gasping 
beast, and Hitler’s inevitable blunders will 
speed up the kill.

“Journey in the Dark,’’ by Martin Flavin. (Harper 

& Bros., New York.) 

Against the sweep and growth of 60 years 
of American life, ending with the present, 
Martin Flavin tells an impressively moev- 
ing story about a “successful” man. 

“Journey in the Dark,” this year’s Har- 
per prize novel, is the story of Sam Bra- 
den, but it is also the story of the little 
town of Wyattville, Ia., where he was born 
in 1883, and the story of Chicago, where 
he amassed his wealth. The town changed, 
the boy changed, the great city of the 
West changed, the years putting their 
mark on all of them. America was on the 
march, carrying with it the strong and 
the ambitious, and Sam Braden was*both. 

Sam was 9 when he came to a realization 
that the world was made up of the poor 
and the rich. There were families like his 
own and there were people like the Wyatts, 
who gave the town its name, who owned the 
bank and lived in large houses surrounded 
by iron fences. As he saw it, wealth was 
the key to equality with the Wyatts.

The story of Sam Braden’s success is 
told by a subtle flash-back method, bril- 
liantly handled by Mr. Flavin. Through it 
he unfolds the development of the youth 
into man, first in Wyattville but mainly in 
Chicago, To Sam, at 20, the metropolis was 
a world of never-ending enchantment. 

There it was that Sam amassed his for- 
tune of millions and there he married 
Eileen Wyatt, with bitter and tragic con- 
sequences. The city and he had much in 
common, each awkward and uncouth but 
possessed of something sweet and homespun 
at the beginning of the century. 

When Sam returned to Wyattville, he was 
worth $5,000,000. But that was the sum 
total of his achievement. Only Mitch Bal- 
lou, the rebellious boy turned into a rebel- 
lious newspaper correspondent, drunk half 
the time and, according to his self-descrip- 
tion, a sucker for facts and the truth, had 
the courage to tell Wyattville’s foremost 
citizen what was wrong with. him. 

“You’ve done everything the copybooks 
advise, everything the kids are taught to 
think,” he said. “You should be immor- 
talized, for the story of your life is, in a 
way, the story of America—a statement 
of its values. And now, from where you're 
sitting, what do you think about it? Ill 
tell you, Sam. I'll tell you how you look to 
me: the loneliest man I’ve ever known... 
a lonely man, going nowhere in the 
dark”——

What makes this novel so profoundly 
moving is Sam’s instinctive recognition, 
as the story unfolds, of the places in his 
life where he had failed in essential 
integrity and decency, some of them seem- 
ingly little things, many of them vitally 
significant. It all added up to something 
that left him tragically lost and inadequate. 

Martin Flavin may be called a success- 
ful man. His career holds impressive 
mileposts as a manufacturer, playwright 
and novelist. Only a successful man, ma- 
turely gifted with insight, knowledge and 
compassion, could so splendidly portray 
Sam Braden, could realize the poignancy 
of a character who looked back upon the 
years of his life with the bewilderment of 
one who did not know until he had 
reached his destination that he had taken 
the wrong train. 

If the results of Sam’s efforts are ironic, 
there is nothing ironic in Mr. Flavin’s por- 
trayal of him. Sam emerges as a figure 
who is real and touching and knowable, 
pitifully eager for recognition, seeking it 
the only way he knows. 

No review can succeed in transmitting 
the art, the integrity and the dramatic 
rightness of this book. On all counts, it is 
an unusually satisfying novel.

He will speak at 5:15 o’clock this 
afternoon on Post-Dispatch radio 
station KSD on “Making a River 
Do as It's Told.” 

Although Lilienthal himself has 
not specifically advocated appli- 
cation of the TVA flood control 
plan to the Mississippi and its 
upper tributaries, some engineers 
and others concerned with the 
situation have said that some form 
of flood control based on TVA 
principles will be necessary if the 
great flood damage in thé Missis- 
sippi and Missouri River Valleys 
is to be checked. 

In a recent book on TVA, Lilien- 
thai described the Tennessee Valley 
as the only one of a thousand 
river valleys in the world which 
has been developed according to 
a plan that co-ordinates and con- 
trols its resources for the benefit 
of the inhabitants. 

McKellar’s Proposals. 

Proposals pending in Congress 
which threaten to cripple TVA'’s 
method of operation are causing 
considerable concern in the Ten- 
nessee Valley, Lilienthal said.

With Dutch, Belgians, Nor- 
wegians Disclosed.

LONDON, May 2 (AP).—The 
British Government announced 
today its approval of a Russian- 
Czech agreement for the adminis- 
tration of liberated Crechoslovak- 
ian territory and disclosed that 


Britain and the United States 
have drafted pacts similar in prin- 
ciple with the exile governments 
of Norway, Belgium and Holland. 
These now are awaiting Russia’s 
approval. 

The Russian-Czech agreement, 
previously approved by the United 
States, provides for the civil ad- 
ministration of liberated territory 
to be turned over to Czech au- 
thorities as rapidly as military re- 
quirements permit. 

The British delay in approval 
was attributed in responsible 
quarters to the time required for 
consultation the United States 
Government, nrade necessary by 
the possibility that Britons might 
participate in the liberation of 
some Czech soil.

INBREEDING I8 NOT hazardous if the ancestries on both 
sides are good. But if deafness or feeblemindedness or dia- 
betes or hemophilia or any other recessive traits appear in 
both ancestries, then the mating of closely related individuals 
will increase the likelihood that some of their children may 
be so afflicted. If the family ancestries even of brother and 
sister are sound for several generations back, then from the 
-eugenic angle they could much more safely marry than could 
two total strangers whose respective ancestries both contained 
recessive defects. Professor Knight Dunlap, one of our emi- 
nent American psychologists, once wrote a challenging treatise 
actually urging inbreeding. His argument was that such mat- 
ings would quickly bring to the surface these defective reces- 
sive traits. Then, by institutionalizing the latter individuals, 
we could ultimately get rid of such defects of human in- 
heritance.

HIS PLAN IS interesting to contemplate though not prac- 
tical In inheritance there are dominant traits and recessive 
traits. Normalcy seems to dominate abnormalcy, Thus, a 
person with a perfect ancestry as regards good hearing, can 
marry an individual who also has good hearing, but whose 
ancestry contains many examples of deafness. The normal 
will then dominate the deafness, and the children of such a 
couple should all have good hearing If however, both par- 
ents had perfect hearing, but their ancestries both had in- 
stances of deafness, then one or more of their children might 
get a double dose of the recessive traits and be born, with 
defective hearing. For generations the recessive traits may 
be passed along and never crop out until they encounter 
similar recessive traits in the other parent. It was to elim- 
inate these “hidden” or recessive traits that Professor Dunlap 
urged inbreeding.

INBREEDING increases the tendencies in the parents. If 
they are strong, healthy and intelligent, then inbreeding helps 
their offspring. If they are both weak or defective then in- 
breeding increases the likelihood of weak offspring. If both 
parents are normal but both have inherited recessive traits of 
deafness, feeblemindedness, etc, then one or more of their 
children may be deaf or feebleminded. Remember, however, 
that Moses was the child of a marriage between aunt and 
nephew, while Jacob married his first cousins. It isn’t so 
much your kinship which counts, as it ig the freedom of your 
respective ancestries from defects.

Cup Versus 
The Bottle

OME TIME ago in order to 
S evoke comment I published a 

letter from a lady who referred 
to “the pernicious practice of 
teaching tiny babies to take their 
nourishment from a cup.” She 
quoted Dr. Alexis Carrel as saying 
that “sucking is necessary for the 
proper development of the jaws, 
nose and roof of the mouth.” Here 
is a comment:. 

“Your column is read with in- 
terest every day at our house. 
This morning’s paper really did 
‘evoke further comment,’ at least 
from me. 

“In regard to the statement that 
infants should not be fed from a 
cup, I should like to tell you of 
our experience, 

“After a severe fever when my 
little girl was six months old I 
was unable to nurse her. An older 
doctor suggested feedings from a 
cup. Although rather hard to do 
at first, she thrived and gained 
weight. 


“We held the child in our laps 


and turned the cup towards her as 
you would drink from it yourself. 
There is a sucking motion and if 
the child is exceptionally hungry 
she nearly pulls the cup from 
your hand.” |

A FRIEND OF MINE, Dr. G. 
M. Frizgen who is the complete 
pediatrician and qualifies as an 
authority because he brought his 
two children up on cup drinking 
and has a picture of them at the 
age of six to show how healthy 
they are, teaches all his students, 
so he tells me, to train mothers to 
teach babies to drink out of a cup 
rather than a nursing bottle. 

There are several advantages, 
the most important being that it 
teaches them to eat. Thus there 
is no hiatus at the time when the 
baby begins to take more or less 
solid food. 

Besides, there seems to be a 
more regular alignment of teeth 
in the cup drinkers than in the 
bottle suckers, That some changes 
are made in the mouth parts from 
too vigorous sucking is evidenced 
by another letter received from 
Toronto: 

“T have a little son of three and 
one-half years of age. He has 
never lost the nursing bubble that 
appears on the upper lip of babies. 
He was weaned from the breast 
at seven months and on a bottle 
for two months. Will this have to 
be removed, and if so in what 
way?” 

I am assured, again by Dr. Friz- 
gen, that these sucking pads all 
go away in the course of time al- 
though he says he has seen some 
persist even to the fifth year.

CONTRARY TO expectations 
and pre-suppositions the baby who 
drinks from the cup does not spill 
most of the meal. He gets all he 
needs, as is shown by weight gain, 
practically universally found in 
cup drinkers, 

It is really Nature’s method. The 
baby at the breast does not suck 
the milk out from the mother, It 
flows out in response to the stimu- 
lus of the baby’s lips against the 
nipple. It is only at the end of the 
feeding that the baby does any 
vigorous sucking and this is an in- 
stinctive action which stimulates 
the breast to begin secreting for 
the next meal. 

Along these lines I have another 
letter: 

“T am the grandmother of a 15- 
day-old baby boy who weighs sev- 
en pounds now and seems healthy. 
The trouble and worry for me is 
this: The hospital nurse told the 
mother to always put the baby on 
his stomach, The baby, of course 
helpless, lies upside down, his face 
pressed in the bedding, arms and 
hands crushed under him.” 

There is no “must” about put- 
ing the baby on the stomach, but 
that is the best and natural posi- 
tion for going to sleep. If put on 
its back it may stay wide eyed 
and want to play. It also prevents 
rubbing hair off the back of the 
head. A healthy baby is not help- 
less: turns its head on the side to 
get air. The arms and legs won't 
get crushed. Most babies move 
faster than you can keep them, on 
the stomach.

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Not a Doctor, But 3 Medical Authority 


Mrs. Ellis Fischel's Work With ope Cases Wins National Recognition.

HEN Mrs. Ellis Fischel went 
W to live in New York several 

years ago, one of her plans 
was to continue composing music, 
a field in which she had already 
established a reputation. “It had 
been several years since I had 
done anything with my music, and 
I thought I could devote my time 
to it in New York,” she explained 
in an interview in her apartment 
at the Park Plaza where she is 
staying temporarily. “Had I not 
been so deeply impressed with a 
movie about the dangers that Red 
Cross nurses undergo in wartime, 
I might have carried out my in- 
tention. But that movie made me 
wonder whether the healing ef the 
sick was not greater than music. 
I took a bus ride to decide, and 
happened to glance up at the in- 
scription over the main entrance 
of Presbyterian General Hospital 
as we passed by. It said: ‘For of 
the most high cometh healing.’ 
That settled it for me. I decided 
to offer my services to New York 
for the care of spastic children.”

HAT was over four years ago, 
T since that time Mrs. Fischel 

has personally treated, without 
remuneration, over 450 cases of 
spastic paraplegia, in children. 


Inspired by the remarkable suc- 
cess which she achieved in the 
treatment of her own son who was 
born with spastic paraplegia, or 
lack of muscle control, Mrs. Fis- 
chel, widow of the late St. Louis 
cancer specialist, wrote a book in 
1934 called “The Spastic Child.” 
Since its publication, the book has 
been widely recognized by medical 
authorities. “Since I am not a doc- 
tor,” Mrs. Fischel explains, “I am 
proud that my book is now re- 
quired reading in all the large 
hospitals, and it is the only book 
written by a non-medical person 
in the Library of the Academy of 
Medicine. 

“Because of my book, I was in- 
vited to the Cornell Medical Cen- 
ter, to assist with the creation of 
a clinic for spastic children. I re- 
mained there four years, helping 
in the training of therapists, giv- 
ing lectures to technicians and 
nurses, and treating cases. I am 
proud to say that I was able to 
raise $3,000,000 in New York for 
the clinic, and the Center has 
named the clinic for spastic chil-

dren for me—the Fischel Clinic.” 

Later Mrs. Fischel was asked to 
act as consultant on similar cases 
at the Hospital for the Ruptured 
and Crippled, the Neurological and 
the Presbyterian Hospitals in New 
York, 

“I took my son to all the new 
clinics in New York,” she says 
proudly, “to give proof of the suc- 
cess of my treatment. When they 
looked at him—over six feet tall, 
healthy, looking like a cross be- 
tween Douglas Fairbanks Jr. and 
Victor Mature—they just couldn't 
believe that he had ever been 
spastic, He served for six months 
in the Merchant Marines, you 
know, and attended Harvard for 
two years. He is most interested 
in the theater, and is a graduate 


of the Pasadena Playhouse. Right 
now, he is writing a play in New 
York.” 

Compelled to forego some of 
her part in the program for spas- 
tics in New York because of her 
health, Mrs, Fischel now finds it 
impossible to treat personally the 
many cases of spastic children 
brought to her attention, 

“I receive letters from parents 
of afflicted children all over the 
country,” she says, “and I wish 
I had the strength to help them 
all. However, great strides are 
being made by the medical pro- 
fession in their care, and my 
theories are being taught in many 
hospitals.”

PEAKING of short memories 
S in a previous column made me 

want to give you an illustra- 
tion of how short they really are! 
I wonder how many of you read 
the folowing quotation from Mr. 
Eric Johnston’s speech to the pub- 
lishers and editors a few nights 
ago. Mr. Johnston is president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. He is a fine man 
and a courageous one. He would 
mean to be truthful but his mem- 
ory is short. Here is the quota- 
tion: 

“As a people we Americans do 
not frighten easily. But I would 
remind you that in the decade 
before the war we were fed a 
heavy diet of fear, fear of per- 
sonal insecurity, fear of another 
depression, fear of business, fear 
even of\ourselves. Life became 
just one ‘damned fear after an- 
other, 
mist got us so busy fearing other 
things we forgot to fear that

that is big government.” 

Mr. Johnston forgets to men- 
tion the fear of corruption on a 
big scale, or inefficiency, or un- 
controlled world situations, all of 
which were factors in putting 
fear in the hearts of people. These 
fears rose also in business when 
it was uncontrolled and unhelped 
by a big enough government. This 
big fear engulfed us a little more 
than a decade ago. 


Later in his speech Mr. John- 
ston says that all democratic gov- 
ernments have to be controlled by 
the people and that we must fear 
their apathy above everything 
else. I do not believe that he 
really fears big business, big gov- 
ernment, big armies or navies, 
big newspapers, I agree that we 
should fear apathetic people who 
do not control government or 
business, who do not watch the 
public interest in business, in the 
press, in government and in in- 
ternational relations. 


We must remind ourselves, how- 
ever, that courage and hope have 
come to the great mass of people 
since 1933, and fear, which was in 
the hear'ts of nearly all the people 
has revived only to a iimited ex- 
tent in the hearts of those who 
fear not the disasters of 1929 and 
1930, but the inability to repeat a 
part of the financial program of 
the 20's. 


War has put fear in all our 
hearts for those we love who are 
in fighting zones, but it hag in- 
tensified our self-confidence be 
cause of our pride in our fighting 
men and their achievements and 


the knowledge that as we reach 


each new crisis at home, the 
people have so far managed to 
meet it not only adequately, but 
magnificently. Stretch your mem- 
ories! Where once all were afraid, 
now very few know fear!

“T was drawn to the Guild by 
my sense of cause and effect, my 
sense of proportion and creative 
institution,” Mrs. Fischel explains. 
“We are attempting to interpret 
the nature of man, art, philosophy, 
religion and science as directed 
toward a free society.” 

When Mrs. Fischel returns to 
New York, she hopes to interpret 
in a book the philosophy of nat- 
ural law, as expressed in the 
theories of the Guild of American 
Economists in musical and writ- 
ten composition, artististic draw- 
ing, and mathematical forms.
